However, what happened recently in 
Amarillo had even the calmest 
observer shaking his head in disbelief. 
“I’ve been attending matches for many 
years,” said Elliott Levy, a member of 
the arena special police. “But what 
happened here the other night was one 
of the most unbelievable things I’ve 
ever seen! 

“Hell, | remember my first night on 
the arena police force. It was the match 
between Dory Funk Sr. and King Cur- 
tis. I've never seen any match as wild as 
that—until the other evening. 

“Only one thing is sure,” Levy went 
on, lighting acigar. “This feud between 
Jim Dillon and Dick Murdoch willend 
only when one guy is killed. And that 
may happen any day now!” 

The night of violence that Levy and 
all of Amarillo are still talking about 
started as just another “normal” Texas 
evening of wrestling. Murdoch and 
Dillon battled each other in an early 
match on the card.

Dillon viciously and illegally injured 
Dick’s right eye. Murdoch, in intense 
pain, was unable to continue. , 

However, Dick was scheduled to 
appear later on that same card. Not 
one person in the arena thought dick 
would be able to wrestle again that 
evening. So the fans were extremely 
surprised when promoter Jerry Kozak 
made this announcement: 

“Dick Murdoch was severely injured 
earlier tonight. The doctor says Dick 
stands a good chance of losing the 
vision in his right eye if he wrestles 
again. But Dick just told me he feels 
that if the spectators paid to see a 
match, they’re damn well gonna see 
one!” 

The crowd gave Murdoch astanding 
ovation.

Storming down the aisle from the 
dressing room came Terry Funk and 
Gorgeous George Jr. These two men 
would not sit still for the blinding of 
another wrestler. 

Groggily. Killer Kox at first started 
to attack the newcomers. Then he 
realized they were there to help him 
and Dick. 

Before the war was over no fewer 
than eight wrestlers wound up in the 
ring.

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T STARTED OUT as a normal 

wrestling match. It ended leav- 
ing enough blood to fill the Red 
Cross’ banks for the next year. 

Scandor Akbar and Grizzly Smith

American Dream. I should be on the 
cover of the magazines. | should be on 
Johnny Carson’s show, not that eight- 
foot guy, Andre the Giant, or some 
nine-hundred pound dude. | am what's 
goin’ on, baby! 

Q: Dusty, you haven’t gotten a title 
shot recently. Do you think the 
N.W.A. is hesitant to give you a shot 
because of your roughhouse tactics 
and because they might not want 
someone with your style wearing the 
belt in the event you beat the champ? 

A: The people of America want me 
for their champion. If 1 can’t get Bris- 
co's title, | will go after and get Verne 
Gagne’s belt or the one worn by Bruno 
Sammartino.
